SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled Secrets Of Methamphetamine Manufacture Including Recipes For 
MDA, Ecstasy, And Other Psychedelic Amphetamines is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The book provides detailed and specific instructions, including chemical formulae and 
procedures, for the manufacture and production of a number of controlled drugs, an 
offence under s6 of the Misuse of Drugs Act 1975. The book is intended as an 
instructional reference for persons interested in illicit drug manufacture. This involves 
bulk drug production and supply in a clandestine manner. While having a prior 
knowledge of chemistry would be an advantage, the essentially step by step and 
detailed nature of the instructions allows readers without a chemistry background to 
successfully manufacture these drugs. The book also supplies information on how to 
avoid detection by the police. The book has no apparent academic or other merit. It 
does not present as having any purpose other than giving the reader practical and 
accessible instructions on how to illegally manufacture controlled drugs in quantities 
suitable for supply, without getting caught. 

The book encourages and promotes criminal acts, namely the illegal manufacture and 
production of controlled drugs. It does this to such a high extent and degree that its 
availability is therefore likely to be injurious to the public good. 
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A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to the freedom of 
expression as set out in s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, 
given the high extent and degree to which the book encourages and promotes criminal 
acts, the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by law that can 
be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
